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Tf the trath which wee af- 
firme or denic be doubrfull 
or continge'1t , then ſuch clau- 
ſes astheſe (it is a, wr, it srnot 
ſo, as I thimke, as I remember, as 
Jtake it) are to bee added. If 
one ſhall ſay, /t ss fo, and 
afrerwards it proone other- 
wiſe, hee reccuucth diſcredit ; 
becauſe hee: fpeaketh an vn- 
trueth. Burt if kee ſhall ſay, 1 
elsnhe 1t is ſo, though it tall 
out &therwayes, yet he ſlauech 
his credite, becauſe hee decei- 
ueth not, but onecly is decei- 
ued. 

An Aſſcneration 1s a forme 
offpecch, whereby one doth 
vehemently affirme or deny 
any taing : as When a man 
thall ſay * vers , ntruth, m 
very trath, without all doubr, 
&c, Theſe ang ſuch like are 

:20T 
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10t to bee vicd at euery word : 
but then onely when a truth 
of great importance is to bee 
confirmed. When the falſe 
Prophets among the Iewes 
and the Prieſts would not be- 
lecue that Jeremy was ſent of 
God: what ſaithhee ? not ſim- 
ply, The Lord hath ſent mee : 
but, In truth the Lord hath 
ſent mee, Our Sauiour Chriit, 
When hee vſcd to ſpeake any 
weighty matter, vſed to fay, 
Amen, Amc.n, verily, verily, 
which is a plaine afleueration : 
for Amen is more then a fim- 
ple affirmation, and it is leſſe 
then anoath, asthe very ſenſe 
of the word doth import : 
which 1s no more, but truely 

certainely, ; 
The thrid isan oath, which 
mult not bee made by any 
thing 
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thing in heauen or carth , bur 
onely by the name of God a- 
lone. 

It mult be vſcd as the lait re- 
fuge and remiedy of all. For 
when any tracrh of great impor- 
tance 15 to be confirmed, and 21! 
ſignes, euidences, provies, wits 
neſles, faile among men on 
earth ; then wee may lawfully 
fetch the Lor » as a witneſfle 
fromhcauen, who is the know - 
er of a! ::ueth. 

And in this caſe an oath may 
bee taken : either publikely be- 
fore a Magiſtrate, or priuately 
among priuate perſons, it 1t be 
done with reuerence and con= 
fideration, as it was betweene 
Iacob and Leban.

faid, thar GoD gaue a man 
one tongue and two eares, 
that hee might heare more 
and ſpeake lefſe. Ualering 


eAHaximts reporteth of Xe. Officl,r, 


nocrats, that being in the 
company of ſome that vicd 
railing ſpeeches, helde his 
tongue : and being asked why 
bee did fo, anſvered, That tt 
hag repented him that hee had 
fpoken » but it Bene y repented | 
him that wee bad ht.4 his peace, 
And the Prouerbe is, He that 
will ſpeake that bee will, ſhall 
veare What he would mzt, To 
the framing of our ſpeech

VV Ife and godly filence 
'V 1$AS excellent a ver- 


tue as holy ſpeech : 

for hee knoweth not how to 
ſpeake which knoweth not how 
to hold his tongue : the rul- 
of our ſilence muſt bee the 
Law of God, By meanes of 
which, Wiſe conſideration 
_ Muſt bee had, whether the 
ming» , which wee - have in - 
ninde, bee for Go ps glory, 
Wd E and 
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and our neighbours good : 
which done, wee are anſ{wera- 
bly to ſpeake, or to bee fi- 
lent. 

Here mait bee conſidered 
the things of which filence 
mult bee vicd, and the perſons 
before whom . The things 
are many, Firſt, if any trueth 
bee to the hinderance of 
God s glory, or of the good 
of our neighbour , it muſt bec 
concealed. , 

The 'concealing of tructh 
1s cither in whole, or in part. 
In whole , when the ſpeaking 
of the leaſt word is hurtfull: 
As for example , the father 
and the ſonne are both ſicke at 
once ; the ſogne dieth firlt, the 
father --asketh + whether - his 
fonne bee dead or not ; if it be 
faid no, an'vntructh istolde; if 
| yea, 
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yea, then the fathers: griete 
Is increaſed, and his death ha- 
ſtencd : therefore lilence is 
the beſt. In dayes of perfecu- 
tion”, holy Martyrs haue cho- 
fn rather to ſuffer death, 
then to reucale their bre- 


thren, that have becne of 
their prinate aſſemblies with 


them. 

* ' The concealing” of a 
thing in part is, when a 
man ſpcaketh a little of the 
traeth, and concealeth the 
reſt, Which ' 1s' warranted 
in all good and lawful pro- 
ceedings, which maniteftly 
tend to the glory of Go 1, 
When Samuel is ſcent to an- 
noynt. Danid, hee anſivered 
the Lox and faith, ' Howran

Let M:giſtrates conceale 
things done in the Senate, 
eſpecially concerning warre, 
leſt they bee revealed to the 
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encmic. .If Ge Dp bring a- 
ny {range thing to paſſe, 
fpeake not boldly of ti, 
but rather 1n ſilence won- 
der. Jeb at the conſidera- 
tion of -Gons Maieſtie in 
his workes, ſfaycth, Behold 1 
am vile, what ſhall I anfwere 
thee ? I will lay my hand vpon 
my mouth, Nadab and Abibu 
for offering incenſe with 
ſtrange fixe, before the Lok », 
were both deſtroyed with fire, * 
which ' being done, .e Hoſes

But immediate- 
ly after this Martyr was 
bound to the ſtake, and fire 
put to him , fſach was the 
fearefull ſtroke of God s In- 
ſtice vpon this blaſpemous-

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railer , that hee was there pre- 
ſent in the fight of all the 
people ſtricken with a frenſic, 
wherewith hec had before raj- 
lingly, charged that good 
Martyr of Gop : who 1n his 
furious rage and madnefſc , 
caſting off his ſhoocs and 
the reit of his cloathes, cry - 
ed out vnto the pcople, and 
ſaid, Thus did 1 wes ebb s 
the true ſeruant of Gop, who 
is favned, but I am damn«d :

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ments muſt bee as warnings 

from Heanen to admoniſh 
vs, and to:make vs afraide of 
the abuſe of the Tongue : 
eſpecially when it tendeth 
to the . diſhonour of Gon. 
And wee are to imitate the 
example of Polycarpe the 
Martyr , who when hee was 
bidden to take his oath, and 
curſe Chrift, anſwered, Foure- 
ſcore and fixe yeeres haue I - 
beene his fcruant, yet in all 
this time hath hee not fo 
much as once hurt mee :; how 
then may I fpeake cuill of my 
King and Soueraigne LoRb 
which © hath thus preferued 
mee? VI. Laſtly, God hath
